One of the most useful "tools" in my shack is a @-1A RF Ammeter. But 
that's 50W full scale into fifty Ohms, and the lower end of the scale is 
very 
compressed. I've always wanted a 0-0.5A version, but never found one. 
However, I did get a 0-125mA meter. It's a Weston Model 435, and has 4.5 
ohms 
resistance. 


Problem is that I don't have anything running at less than the 700mW 
to 
which that equates into 50 Ohms. So, I'm thinking current transformer or 
shunt. Has anyone ever tried this, or are there any other thoughts on how

use the little beast?

I'm coming back to you, since YOU SOLD ME THE UNIT! 
Gwyn Reedy at Paccomm has not responded at all, in over a month, to answer 


my questions, and she previously told me that the outdated manual you 
supplied is the correct one. WRONG. 


It has so many errors, and omissions that you should be embarrassed to be 
selling this expensive product with that documentation. 


The manual, a hodgepodge of 1990's info, missing the lists and graphs 
referred too, makes reference to the original version 1.0 of PCBs and of 
firmware.

Thank you, Bob, for a most thoughtful response. I think it deserves a 
wider audience. 


My dictionary agrees with your syllabic breaks in the measuring 
instrument. I guess I'm spending too much time with Greek these days. 
(I'm doing a transcript of the Freer Gospels, or Codex Washingtonianus, 
a major Greek biblical manuscript held in the Smithsonian. ) 


The SI standards are the product of a lengthy international negotiation 
process, which can get messy at times. The reason that pronunciation 
can be important is to foster consistency and, in the end, simplicity. 
So, the accent stays on the first symbol, whether you're talking about 
micrometers, centimeters, kilometers or terameters. Similarly, kilo- is 
treated the same whether you're talking about kilometers, kilohertz, 
kilopascals, kiloteslas, or, catch this one: kilofarads! As a linguist, 
you'll of course be interested in the modification which was necessary 
for kilohm. 


As for naming units after famous scientists, I guess it's sort of like a 
posthumous Nobel Prize. Names can be given and names can be taken away, 
however! The langley and the angstrom (Sorry, I can't render Swedish 
very well in this font.) are not approved SI units. 


As for upper and lower case, that's why ASCII is preferable to BAUDOT 
and Morse, for that matter! It yields more than 26 letter symbols. The 
messy part, from a typographical point of view, is the use of upper and 
lower case Greek in SI. Maybe the Greek lobby was important. <grin>

Whistlers can be received very easily with a high gain audio amplifier, a 
piece of wire for an e-field probe, and a large distance from power lines 


(ideally). 


I've been listening to VLF emissions (whistlers and such) for many years. I 
have just recently added a web page dedicated to my low frequency work. It 
is very limited at this time but I hope to elaborate on the subject when I 
have time. I do have some links that can give you all the information on 
the subject that you would ever want to know.

You asked if the DX77 and other commercial verticals like the Gap and R5/x7x 
are good for QRP. 

Short answer: YES!!! 

Trap verticals work too, but traps introduce losses. I've had virtually no 
luck at all with my Hustler 6BTV at QRP power levels although it's fine at 100 
watts with my FT900. But my Gap Titan DX works beautifully. I haven't done 
much QRP DX chasing, but with my Gap I worked New Zealand on 30 meters, my 
favorite band. With my Sierra at 2 watts. (How many miles per watt is that?) 


The GAP, DX77, and R5x/7x antennas are great for QRP, and I've worked quite a 
few QRPers who use them. In the wire antenna category the G5RV is quite 
popular and very effective, but some versions don't work well on 30 meters. I 
like center fed zepps too, and have one up at 25 feet between two trees. (I 
just wish I had taller trees!) 


That DX77 should do a great job, and certainly the price was right, so put it 
up and QRP to your heart's content!

I'm still having problems adjusting TC7 and the side tone. I've followed all 
the instructions on page 15 (about 5 times) but when I get to the side tone 
part all I have is a HUM that goes from hard to hear to very loud (this cycle 
is repeated twice in 360 degrees of turn as expected). I don't have a side 
tone just the HUM. I did replace Q9 and re-flow TC7 but no change. 


I set the side tone by using my DX-70 - it has a upper/lower CW switch and you 
know your dead on when the side tone is the same on both sides. I just tuned 
it in and adjusted TC7 until the tone was the same on both sides. If it 
doesn't matter I can live with it this way but I don't know why I only geta 
hum and there may be some other problems. Ken - W4IMJ the QSO I just had said 
the TONE was fine on his end. 


One other thing, I'm having problems finding a power plug for this rig. I 
picked up a 5.5 X 2.1 coax one but it doesn't make great contact all the time. 
If I move the rig slightly it turns off and I have to move the rig/plug for it 
to work again. Do I have the wrong size? 


Thanks again for all the help, this is a beautiful rig and should get lots of 
use around here.
